RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  de- 
clined for  the  second  consecutive  week.  Slaugh- 
ter steers  sold  generally  steady  to  50*  lower 
at  most  midwest  terminals;  heifers  steady  to 
50*  lower,  except  steady  to  50*  higher  at  Omaha 
and  Kansas  City.  Cows  were  uneven,  but  closed 
generally  steady  to  50*  lower.  Stockers  and 
feeders  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower.  Barrows  and 
gilts  sold  steady  to  50*  lower  at  most  points. 
Sows  found  broad  outlets  and  closed  25-75* 
higher.  Slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  50* 
higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -   Slaughter 
steer  and  heifer  prices  declined  for  the  second 
consecutive  week  even  though  receipts  of  192,000 
head  at  the  12  markets  were  9  percent  less  than 
the  previous  week  and  the  smallest  for  any  full 
marketing  week  since  April,  1960.  A  50*-$1.00 
lower  trend  on  carcass  steer  beef  at  major 
wholesale  centers  was  a  bearish  factor  in  the 
live  trade.  Recent  snowstorms  along  the  Eastern 
Seaboard  hampered  the  distribution  of  meat 
products  narrowing  the  demand  for  beef  in  that 
major  consuming  area  and  this  contributed  to 
the  lower  trend  at  some  points.  Slaughter 
steers  sold  generally  steady  to  50*  lower. 
Weights  over  115C#  underwent  the  greatest  price 
decline  with  several  terminals  receiving  a 
rather  large  percentage  in  this  range.  In 
Chicago  Prime  steers  closed  50-75*  lower  under 
the  influence  of  a  rather  large  supply  of  that 
grade.  Heifers  were  steady  to  50*  lower  except 
steady  to  50*  higher  at  Omaha  and  Kansas  City. 
Cows  were  uneven  but  largely  steady  to  50*  lower, 
except  strong  to  50*  higher  at  St.  Joseph  and  St, 
Louis.  Bulls  were  steady  to  50*  higher;  vealers 
steady  at  St.  Louis  and  $1.00  lower  at  St.  Paul. 
Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  made  up  the  bulk  of 
the  supply  at  most  terminals  with  Good  and  Choice 
grades  predominating  and  only  a  limited  number 
of  high-Choice  and  Prime  at  most  points.  In 
Chicago,  however,  the  percentage  Prime  con- 
tinued to  increase  making  up  about  20  percent 
of  the  steer  supply,  against  14  percent  a  year 
earlier. 

Several  loads  Prime  1100-1350#  steers 
brought  $28.50-28.75  in  Chicago  while .bulk  Choice 
and  Prime  900-1375#  steers  sold  at  $25.25-28.25 
with  nothing  over  $28.25  at  the  close  of  the 
week  under  review.  At  other  terminals  a  few 
high-Choice  and  Prime  900-135  C#  brought  $27.00- 
27.75,  bulk  high-Good  and  Choice  sold  at  $24.00- 
26.75.  Loadlots  Choice  and  Mixed  Choice  and 
Prime  1350-180C#  cashed  at  $23.50-26.75  with 
Prime  1480#  $27.25  in  Chicago.  Good  steers 
brought  $22.50-25.25.  Mixed  Choice  and  Prime 
heifers  sold  at  $26.25-26.75  with  a  few  to 
$27.25  in  Chicago.  Choice  heifers  bulked  at 
$24.50-26.25;  Good  $21.75-24.50.  Utility  and

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  A 
narrow  demand  existed  at  terminal  markets  for 
moderate  numbers  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle 
and  calves.  Recent  downturns  in  slaughter  cattle 
prices  influenced  a  cautious  buyer  attitude  and 
in  addition  adverse  weather  conditions  in  some 
areas  had  the  effect  of  at  least  temporarily  cur- 
tailing demand.  Thus,  trading  was  generally 
slow  at  prices  unevenly  steady  to  $1.00  lower. 
At  several  markets  scarcity  proved  a  supporting 
factor  and  prices  at  those  centers  showed  only 
mild  weakness.  However,  at  Sioux  City  and  Kan- 
sas City,  where  supplies  were  more  liberal  than 
at  other  terminals,  prices  were  substantially 
lower.  At  Sioux  City  prices  were  50*-$1.00 
lower  and  at  Kansas  City  mostly  50*  lower,  in- 
stances $1.00  off. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers 
bulked  at  $22.50-25.00,  few  loads  Choice  800- 
850#  $25.25-26.00.  At  Omaha,  Choice  partly 
fattened  1025#  steers  sold  for  further  feeding 
at  $24.35.  Medium  and  low-Good  feeders  sold 
from  $19.00-23.00  with  some  of  Holstein  breeding 
from  $17.50-19.00.  Majority  Good  and  Choice  525- 
75C#  stock  steers  sold  from  $23.50-27.50,  few 
Choice  and  Fancy  525-600#  $28.00-30.25.  Good 
and  Choice  yearling  heifers  brought  $21.00-25.50, 
several  loads  Choice  and  Fancy  517-549#  heifers 
$26.50-27.50.  Good  and  Choice  steer  calves 
brought  $26.00-31.50,  same  grades  heifer  calves 
$22.00-27.50.  Few  loads  Choice  and  Fancy  heifer 
calves  sold  at  $28.00-28.25  and  a  lot  of  Choice 
and  Fancy  48]#  steers  reached  $33.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Marketings  of 
hogs  at  the  12  markets  totaled  301,000  head,  an 
increase  of  7  percent  over  the  previous  w»»v 
but  15  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Although  mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  190-27C#  barrows  and 
gilts  predominated  over  the  area,  many  of  the 
western  Corn  Belt  markets  received  a  sizeable 
volume  of  270-30O#  offerings.  The  average 
weight  of  barrows  and  gilts  at  the  8  markets  was 
233#  compared  227#  a  year  ago.  Sows  made  up 
6  to  10  percent  of  the  supply  at  the  various 
points.   Demand  from  order  buyers  for  barrows 
and  gilts  remained  about  normal  in  relation  to 
recent  requirements  with  those  interests  also 
taking  a  fair  volume  of  sows.  The  increased  re- 
ceipts offset  any  influence  a  higher  dressed 
pork  trade  may  have  had  and  prices  on  barrows  and 
gilts  worked  lower.  Weights  under  240#  showed 
the  greatest  downturn  and  consequently  the  price 
spread  on  all  weights  became  narrower.  Barrows 
and  gilts  under  240#  closed  25-50*  lower  with 
weights  over  240#  steady  to  25*  off.  St.  Paul 
was  the  exception  to  the  general  trend,  where 
prices  closed  strong  to  25*  higher.  Broad  demand 
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prevailed  far  the  available  supply  of  sows  and 
prices  advanced  mostly  25-75*.,     This  was  the 
sixth  consecutive  week  that  sows  have  sold 
higher . 

On  the  close  U.  S.  No.  1-2,     180-240#  bar- 
rows and  gilts  sold  at  $18.50-19.00,     op  to 
$19.25  at  a  few  points.     However,  bulk  of  the 
supply  was  offered  and  sold  in  mixed  U.  S.  1-3, 
180-25C#   lots  at  $18.25-18.75.     There  were 
several  loads  of  U.  S.  2-3,   300-360#  butchers  at 
western  Corn  Belt  markets  during  the  week  at 
$16.75-17.50.     U.   S.   1-3,     270-600#  sows  bulked 
at  $15.50-17.00,     up  to  $17.25  at  several 
markets. 

Prices  on  feeder  pigs  held  steady  at  both 
St.  Paul  and  Sioux  City.     Good  and  Choice  130- 
17C#  feeder  pigs  at  Sioux  City  brought  $17.00- 
18.00.     Ocod  and  Choice  130-16C#  at  St.  Paul 
$17.00-17.50. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  totaled  363,000,  17  per- 
cent more  than  the  previous  week  when  a  snow- 
storm late  in  the  week  curtailed  receipts.  De- 
mand was  fairly  good  on  each  session  and  prices 
advanced  slightly.     Barrows  and  gilts  closed 
15-25*  higher;     sows  strong  to  35*  higher, 
mostly  25-35*  up.     On  Friday,  mixed  U.  S.  No. 
1-2  190-24C#  barrows  and  gilts  brought  $18.00- 
18.50,     few  200-22C#  delivered  to  plants  $18.75- 
19.00.     Bulk  No.   1-3  190-240#  $17.75-ie.25j

wooled  slaughter  lambs  and  at  Sioux  City  around 
90  percent  of  the  offerings  weighed  over  11C#. 
Receipts  at  the  12  markets  totaled  101,000   head, 
12  percent  more  than  the  previous  week.  Slaugh- 
ter lambs  closed  steady  to  50*  higher;  slaughter 
ewes  steady  to  $1.00  higher.     Feeder  lambs  were 
mostly  steady.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 
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Trading  for  greasy  domestic  wools  was 
rather  slow  at  the  Boston  market.  Fine  wools 
held  about  steady.  A  substantial  volume  of 
scoured  and  greasy  pulled  wools  were  sold  at 
firm  prices.  Noils  sold  about  steady.  Activity 
in  the  Territory  states  was  confined  mostly  to 
range  sales  in  Arizona  while  a  part  of  the 
staple  end  of  the  Sonora,  Texas  clip  was  moved 
and  some  8  months  wool  was  sold.  Occasional 
small  lots  of  Medium  fleeces  were  sold  in  the 
midwest. 

Midweek  cables  from  Australia  showed  keen 
general  competition  with  Japan  the  principal 
operator  and  prices  about  2-3$  higher.  Japan 
continued  to  buy  Medium  wools  in  New  Zealand. 
There  was  keen  competition  in  South  Africa  with 
short  wools  3-4$  higher  and  combing  wools  very 
firm,  American  buyers  were  active  in  Montevideo 
purchasing  60s  and  finer  grades  as  prices  ad- 
vanced 2-3$.  There  was  some  interest  in  greasy 
Argentine  carpet  wools  with  prices  about  2$ 
higher . 

Fleece  Wools  -  A  mixed  car  of  1960  bright 
Medium  fleeces  sold  at  an  estimated  clean  cost 
of  96$-$1.00  for  56/58S  and  92$-95$  for  50/54s 
delivered  East.  Early  barn  shearing  continued 
in  Ohio  and  other  sections  of  the  midwest. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  Territory  64s 
good  French  combing  and  staple  wools  sold  at 
$1.13  clean  basis  while  average  French  combing 
64s  moved  at  $1.05.  A  Choice  clip  of  bulk 
64/70s  good  French  combing  and  staple  wool  sold 
in  Arizona  at  39$  grease  basis,  f .o.b.,  and  was 
estimated  to  cost  about  $1.10  clean  basis,  de- 
livered Boston. 

Texas  Wools  -  Trading  in  spot  Texas  wools 
was  slow  but  approximately  150,000#  of  graded 
staple  wool  sold  in  Sonora  at  an  estimated 
clean  cost  of  $1.20-1.23  delivered  Boston  while 
8  months  wool  at  50$  grease  basis  f .o.b.  was 
estimated  around  $1.10  delivered. 

Mohair  -  Occasional  small  clips  of  Spring 
mohair  were  contracted  at  91?$  far  adult  and 
$1.2l|  for  kid  hair.  Trading  for  mohair  at  the 
Boston  market  was  very  limited. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Foreign  wool  quotations  at 
week's  end  follow,  with  combing  wools  converted 
to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools 
to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

LESS  THAN  GARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Added  blankets  of  snow 
along  the  Eastern  Seaboard  hampered  movement 
and  clearance  of  meats.  Supplies  In  many  in- 
stances arrived  at  market  centers  far  behind 
schedule.  Inability  of  meat  buyers  to  engage 
in  market  activity  in  normal  fashion,  and  the 
fact  that  business  was  restricted  in  virtually 
all  consumer  channels  adversely  affected  move- 
ment of  meats.  Early  trading  at  Washington, 
was  quite  active,  but  slow  after  mid-week  under 
additional  snow  in  that  area.  Other  markets 
were  active  on  the  closing  sessions,  following 
extreme  dullness  early.  Receipts  of  beef  and 
lamb  were  normal,  with  lamb  more  than  adequate 
for  the  current  demand  in  some  instances.  Veal 
and  calf  supplies  were  mostly  moderate,  and 
pork  about  normal.  Beef  and  lamb  chuck  cute 
met  broad  outlets  at  Philadelphia  and  New  York, 
but  ribs  and  loins  were  very  hard  to  move,  due 
to  sharp  decrease  in  tonnage  absorbed  by  hotel 
and  restaurant  outlets.  Some  beef  and  lamb  was 
unsold  at  Washington  and  New  York  along  with 
a  carryover  of  beef  hinds  and  ribs  at  Phila- 
delphia. 

Steer  beef  closed  steady  to  $1.00  lower, 
with  sales  at  New  York  at  the  full  decline;  cow 
beef  steady  to  $2.00  higher;  veal  and  calf  most- 
ly steady  to  $2.00  higher;  lamb  mostly  steady, 
instances  50 0  higher  at  New  York  and  some 
weakness  at  Washington.  Pork  loins  closed 
steady  to  .$4.00  higher,  bulk  around  $2.00  up; 
other  pork  cuts  steady  to  $2.00  higher,  except 
fresh  skinned  hams  at  Baltimore  and  New  York, 
steady  to  $1.00  lower. 

Prices  for  kosher  steer  forequarters 
closed  steady  to  mostly  500  lower;  lamb  $1.00- 
3.00  up.  Prices  on  veal  and  calf  were  un- 
changed . 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  of  beef  and  lamb  were 
about  normal.  Bulk  of  the  steer  beef  graded 
Choice.  Veal  offerings  remained  small.  Fresh 
pork  supplies  were  moderate.  Carcass  beef  trade 
was  only  moderately  active  at  best  and  prices 
were  steady  to  weak.  Action  on  chucks  and 
rounds  was  fair  at  the  outset,  but  slow  on  the 
close.  Loins  and  particularly  ribs  over  30# 
were  hard  to  move.  Prices  on  veal  declined  for 
the  first  time  since  early  November  with  sup- 
plies small.  Trading  on  lamb  was  slow  early 
in  the  period,  but  moderately  active  by  mid- 
week. A  fair  demand  prevailed  for  fresh  pork 
cuts  on  each  session. 

Steer  beef  closed  steady  to  500  lower; 
veal  $1.00-3.00  lower;  lamb  fully  steady;  pork 
loins  $2.00-3.00  higher;  Boston  butts  4-8?

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Supplies  of  steer  beef 
were  moderate  with  trading  generally  slow.  The 
supply  of  Choice  beef  was  about  in  balance  with 
the  demand,  while  Good  was  excessive.  Cow  beef 
was  in  moderate  supply  with  demand  only  fair. 
Trading  on  normal  supplies  of  calf  and  veal  was 
slow  in  California  and  moderately  active  in  the 
northwest.
